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THE MORRILL FAMILY LEGEND 


It is with sadness that we must report that the end of an era is 
upon us. A well-known Albany family name will no longer be listed in 
the Town Report as an elected official after the 1993 Annual Report. 


The Morrill family legend began in 1907 when George Morrill’s 
father, Louis, was elected as the Town’s Auditor. Louis’ name 
continued to appear in the Annual Reports until 1918, either as the 
auditor, the clerk or the treasurer and more often than not, as the 
holder of more than one office simultaneously. 


Louis Morrill passed on his avid interest in Town politics to his 
two sons, Clyde and George. Clyde holds the distinction of being the 
youngest person in the State of New Hampshire to be elected to the 
office of Selectaan -in 1933 at the ripe old age of 21 Clyde started 
his career in politics. He was once again elected to the position and 
held office from 1946 to 1949, the year George entered the political 
arena. Like his brother, Clyde also held the office of Town Treasurer, 
but only from 1942 to 1943. 


In 1942, two years after their father passed away, the boys’ 
mother, Ina, entered the political arena. She was elected as the Town 
Clerk/Tax Collector (having her office, so it is said, in her bedroom) 
until 1978. This is indeed a testament to her abilities as a record 
keeper and public servant, surpassed only by the record of her son 
George. 


In 1949, at the age of 33, George was elected to the office of 
Town Treasurer - a position he has held continuously for 45 years. 
George has often said that if it weren’t for his wife’s, Ruth, 
abilities as a bookkeeper ("You can READ her handwriting!"), he 
probably never could have kept the job for so long. 


Ruth has also had her turn as an elected official, having held the 
office of Town Clerk/Tax Collector from 1978 until 1982. She has also 
been a Trustee of the Cemetery Committee and an active member of the 
Albany Civic Group and has served as president of the Laura Johnson 
Pierce Scholarship Fund. 


Devoting a life time to one’s community as the Morrill Family has 
done since 1907 is a feat that will probably remain unmatched for 
centuries to come. 


The entire Town will be forever grateful for the years of service 
devoted to the Town of Albany by the members of "The Legendary Morrill 
Family".

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 1993 


Another year has come to a close and the Town has survived very 
well. In this year’s Selectmen’s Report there are a lot of hurdles and 
accomplishments that we need to explain, so read on. 


As of March Town Meeting, Sylvia McCormack, the Selectmen’s 
Secretary, is retiring. She has been a tremendous asset to the Town 
and the Selectmen by handling everyday office chores to taking care of 
administrative directives. Sylvia has been with us for 5 years and has 
done so much for us that we will surely miss her. We wish her the very 
best of luck in her retirement and hope that she will come back to see 
us from time to time. THANKS SYL! 


Our new secretary, Beverly Weld, has worked with Sylvia since 
October of *93 and has learned and done so much already we know that 
she will be a tremendous asset also. She will take over for Sylvia in 
March and run the office from then on. Welcome aboard, Bev. 


This year the Selectmen have taken a few new approaches for the 
Town. We paid Conway Village Fire District in March for the whole 
year, instead of paying monthly. This has saved us around $5,000.00 
and Conway had their money up front. This worked so well, that we are 
going to do the same thing this year with the new contract, and 
hopefully realize the same great service we have received in the past. 
We also needed to replace and upgrade the office computer with 
equipment capable of doing our own tax billing since John Lawrence, the 
gentleman who was doing our billing is retiring this year. By 
bringing the tax billing "in house" we will be saving the Town a lot of 
money over the coming years. 


We made tremendous progress with the Forest Service this year. 
Rick Young was the Forest Service representative and official go- 
between. We made numerous agreements. First, when the Forest Service 
had the Dugway Road registered as a Federal Highway, nearly $200,000.00 
became available for rebuilding the road from the Dugway Picnic Area to 
the Johnson Development. The road will be rebuilt in fiscal year 95- 
96. Once the road has been rebuilt, the Selectmen will reopen the road 
to timber sales and transportation. This reconstruction will be done 
at no cost to the Town. The road will remain esthetically the same and 
will still belong to the Town. 


Second, the State of N.H. has agreed to repair the Albany Covered 
Bridge in fiscal year "1995". They have estimated the cost to be 
$110,000.00. The State will pay $88,000.00 of this and the Forest 
Service has agreed to pay $17,600.00. The balance of $4,400.00 will be 
the Town’s share. Not a BAD DEAL!!! This was a major accomplishment 
for the Board of Selectmen. We would like to take this opportunity to 
thank all those involved in getting this done. 


This year there are three articles concerning these agreements in 
the Warrant to be voted on. The first is a "Co-operative Agreement" 
which says that the Town and the Forest Service will co-operate on 
these projects and any future projects, however, any money projects 
will have to come before the Town for approval and funding before any 
work is done. This will ensure that no Board of Selectmen can enter 
into any money agreements without the Town’s approval. This article is 
highly recommended by the Board of Selectmen. The second article is an 
article for the funding of the $4,400.00 for the repairs to the Albany 
Covered Bridge. The third article is a ‘Continued Use" agreement in 
which the Town agrees not to shut down any roads to traffic without 
prior notification to the Forest Service. This article is also 
recommended by the Board of Selectmen. 


The Board of Selectmen has also been successful in reaching an 
agreement with the State of N.H. concerning Drake Hill Road. The dirt 
portion of the road from World Fellowship to Doctor Sporcic’s property 
is owned by the State. Summer maintenance is performed by the State 
and Winter maintenance is done by the Town. The State has agreed to 
pave the road from the World Fellowship to the culvert at the bottom of 
the hill at Dr. Sporcic’s in exchange for the Town taking over total 
maintenance of the road with the whole road being turned over to the 
Town. The paving cost of around $50,000.00 would be paid by the State 
and there would be no cost to the Town. 


We have also discussed the reconstruction of Bald Hill Road with 
the State. This project should be completed within a year or two at a 
fairly low cost to the Town. 


So altogether the Town will receive a total of $360,000.00 worth 
of work and improvements for a Town expenditure of $4,400.00. Not a 
bad deal at all. 


March is the end of my term as Selectman and I am not running 
again. Tom Barbour has one year remaining in his term and Dick Wells 
has two years. Whoever gets elected in March will have three years. 


Hopefully the succeeding Boards of Selectmen will continue with 
the efforts, the steam and the direction that we have seen for the last 
four years. I wish them all luck. 


Thank you, the voters of the Town, for giving me the opportunity 
and the encouragement during this past term that I have served. I have 
enjoyed being part of the administrative process of bettering our 
community, from the conception to the completion of the new town hall, 
through to the newest agreements with the State of N.H. and the Forest 
Service this year.

ALBANY TOWN WARRANT 1994 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Albany, County of Carroll, State 
of New Hampshire, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in Albany, New 
Hampshire, on Tuesday, the 8th of March, 1994, at 10 o’clock in 
the forenoon to act upon the following subjects hereinafter set 
forth. Voting or Article 1, Article 2, Article 3, Article 4, 
Article 5 and Article 6 will be by official ballot and the polls 
Shall be open for balloting at 10 O’clock in the forenoon or as 
soon thereafter as the Moderator calls the meeting to order and 
declares a quorum present and shall not close before 6 o’clock in 
the evening. The remaining articles of the warrant shall be acted 
upon at 7:30 o’clock in the evening or at the closing of the polls 
if the meeting shall vote to keep the polls open to a later hour. 


Article 1. To elect all necessary officers. 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No. 1 
as required by the Federal Emergency Management Agency for 
Albany’s Floodplain Ordinance by adding the definition of a 
"Recreational Vechicle’. (The Planning Board favors this 
amendment. ) 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No. 2 
as required by the Federal Emergency Management Agency for 
Albany’s Floodplain Ordinance by adding limits for the placement 
of recreational vehicles® in flood hazard zones. (The planning 
Board favors this amendment. ) 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No. 3 
as proposed by the Planning Board to amend the Zoning Ordinance to 
provide definitive points of reference for the easterly boundary 
of the Light Industrial Zone. (The Planning Board favors this 
amendment. ) 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No. 4 
as proposed by the Planning Board to amend the Zoning Ordinance by 
adding the Comprehensive Shoreland Act (RSA 483-B) to provide 
standards for the subdivision, use and development of shorelands 
within the town limits of Albany. (The Planning Board favors this 
amendment. ) 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment No. 5 
as proposed by petition of Willard Croto, et al, to instruct the 
Planning Board to change the regulation so a parcel of land may be 
subdivided with a fifty (50) foot right-of-way or grandfathered 
right-of-way off a Town road and that a private road may become 
the norm instead of the exception.

(This budget has been prepared in accordance with the provisions 
of RSA 32:5 which now mandates the discussion of all proposed 
money articles at a Public Hearing. No additional amounts of money 
nor changes in appropriation purposes have been made to this 
proposed budget since the hearing held on January 22, 1994.) 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $25,000.00 to be added to the Highway Reconstruction 
Capital Reserve Fund established in 1993.

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1,500.00 to rock the gravel bank to the right of the 
town hall. Recommended by the Selectmen. 


Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $200.00 for the Eastern Slope Airport Authority. 
Recommended by the Selectmen. 


Article 20. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the purpose of repairing the old town hall. 
Recommended by the Selectmen. 


Article 21. To see if the Town will vote to direct the Selectmen 
to enter into a ‘Co-operative Agreement" relating to road and 
bridge maintenance with the U.S.Forest Service. Recommended by 
the Selectmen and the Albany Covered Bridge/Road Committee. 


Article 22. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
up to the sum of $110,000.00 to repair the "Dugway Bridge" (D.0.T. 
#166/158); and to accept the State grant of $88,000 which 
represents 80% of the cost of the bridge repairs, and further to 
accept the U.S.F.S. grant of $17,600 which represents 80% of the 
Town’s 20% share of the cost of repairs, leaving the difference of 
$4,400.00 to be raised by taxation; in the event that these 
repairs are not completed by the end of Fiscal Year 1994, the

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen on behalf of the Town of Albany, NH to accept gifts 
and/or Federal or State Aid in the name of Albany, NH, applied 
for, and to receive and expend them in accordance with the 
purposes thereof. Recommended by the Selectmen. 


Article 27. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to sell, at their discretion, at public auction or 
sealed bid, any real estate in the Town to which the Town has 
title by Collector’s Deeds; except when it is being sold back to 
the former owner, in which case a private sale may be utilized; 
any such real estate to be sold or conveyed on or before the next 
annual Town Meeting. Recommended by the Selectmen. 


Article 28. To act upon any other business that may legally come 
before the meeting. Recommended by the Selectmen.

Article #2 to add a Floodplain Development section to the 
Zoning Ordinance passed by a vote of 105 for to 25 against. 


Article #3 to add a River Conservation District section to 
the Zoning Ordinance passed by a vote of 85 for to 25 against. 


Article #4 the Operating Appropriations Budget for 1993 of 
$255,496.00 was amended to $260,907 by adding $411.00 to social 
services to reflect the petitioned amounts of each service and 
$5,000.00 to the Fire/Rescue/Ambulance category for ‘up front’ 
money to the Conway Village Fire District and was adopted as 
amended. 


Article #5 to raise and appropriate $1,000.00 for an 
emergency radio for the residents of Bear Notch Road was passed by 
voice vote. 


Article #6 to authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in 
anticipation of taxes for the ensuing year passed by voice vote. 


Article #7 to raise and appropriate $15,000.00 to start the 
town-wide re-evaluation in 1993 was passed by voice vote. 
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Article #8 to purchase a new typewriter for the Town Clerk’s 
office was amended down from $500.00 to $250.00 and passed by 
voice vote. 


Article #9 to raise and appropriate $25,000.00 to start a 
Highway Reconstruction Capital Reserve Fund was approved by voice 
vote. 


Article #10 to allow the Selectmen to bill residents with 
automatic alarms for any false alarms after the first false alarm 
was approved by voice vote. 


Article #11 to raise and appropriate $2,000.00 for 
improvements to the town hall passed by voice vote. 


A motion to reconsider Article 10 which required a 2/3 
majority vote carried, but the article carried as originally 
written. 


Article #12 to accept the Moats Roads in accordance with an 
agreement with Hilco, dated 12/31/91, was passed by a ballot vote 
with 35 for and 15 against. 


Article #13 to raise and appropriate $3,000.00 for the Winter 
maintenance of the Moats Roads carried by voice vote. 


Article #14 the petitioned article to bring back a Covered 
Bridge Committee of five members to be appointed by the Moderator 
to try to work out an acceptable agreement between the Town and 
the U.S. Forest Service passed by voice vote. 


Article #15 to raise and appropriate $960.00 to pay the 
1992 balance for the use of the Conway Public Library by Albany 
residents was passed over. 


Article #16 to authorize the Selectmen on behalf of the Town 
of Albany to accept gifts and/or state or federal aid in the name 
of Albany, NH, applied for and to receive and expend them in 
accordance with the purposes thereof carried by voice vote. 
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Article #17 to authorize the Selectmen to sell at their 
discretion, at public auction or by sealed bid, any real estate in 
the Town to which the Town has title by Tax Collector’s deed 
passed by voice vote. 


Article #18 to act upon any other business carried. 


There being no other business, the meeting adjourned at 10:02

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1993 was a good year for the Planning Board. Grace 0’Connor (3- 
year term) and Tom O’Connor (alternate) were welcomed as new members at 
the April meeting and the Board was duly sworn in by the Selectmen in 
May. 


Regrettably, Gary Howard, whose term expires in March, 1994, 
submitted his resignation in October, citing increased business demands 
on his time. Ron Deveau is completing Gary’s unexpired term and was 
welcomed as a new member at the October meeting. 


Robert Hill’s Excavation Permit for the Reclamation of his 
property on Route 16 was renewed for 3 years in January with the 
stipulation that reclamation must be completed by 12/31/96; that no 
further permits will be issued. 


Boundary Line Adjustments were approved for Alfred Frechette for a 
lot in his Red Eagle subdivision and for a lot owned by H. Gardiner 
Ainsworth in Wonalancet. A Site Plan Review for Ron Deveau’s Moose 
Hollow Woodworking business was approved. 


Discussions regarding RSA 155-E LOCAL REGULATIONS EXCAVATION were 
on-going throughout the summer. Legal Counsel discussed the regulation 
with the Board in September and Selectman/Planning Board Representative 
Stan Tabor, provided on-going guidance. Following in-depth discussions 
by the Planning Board and approval of both Legal Counsel and the 
Selectmen, letters were mailed in January, 1994, to 6 gravel pit 
owners/operators requesting that they submit a Reclamation Plan to the 
Planning Board by March 14, 1994 in accordance with the provisions of 
RSA 155-E. Applications for Excavation Permits were sent to the 
owners/operators of 2 new gravel pit operations. 


The Albany Sign Ordinance was completely reviewed and revised 
after the planning board became aware of the fact that one business 
premise had developed into a complex of four businesses under one roof. 
The current Sign Ordinance permits a business to have a sign board of 
50 square feet. A proposed amendment to the Zoning Ordinance was 
presented at a public hearing on January 11th. Several major concerns 
were expressed that the limitations of the amendments were too severe 
and would not encourage business in Albany. The Planning Board 
unanimously agreed to withdraw the amended Sign Ordinance from the 1994 
Warrant. After further study in 1994, amendments will be proposed and 
included in the 1995 Warrant. 
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The following petition is to appear on the 1994 Town Warrant: "To 
see if the Town will vote to instruct the planning board to change the 
regulation so a parcel of land may be subdivided with a fifty (50) foot 
right-of-way or grandfathered right-of-way off a town road and that a 
private road may become the norm instead of the exception’. As a body, 
the Planning Board does not favor taking this action. 

This has been an on-going issue since 1989 and was discussed by 
the Board several times in 1992 and 1993. The ramifications of a 
nuaber of factors must be considered when modifying such a restriction 
so as to avoid undesirable, unnecessary and adverse impacts on the 
economy and on the efficient land use in the Town of Albany. For these 
reasons, the Board has been reluctant to propose any modification to 
this regulation. Research has been and is currently in process. This 
petition was discussed on January 1ith at a public hearing and, if the 
petition is not approved by the voters on March 8, 1994, the Board has 
unanimously agreed to continue to research and study the issues in 
1994. An amendment to Article VII, Section B, of the Zoning Ordinance 
that, in the opinion of the Board, will be in the best interest of the 
Town will be proposed for the 1995 Warrant. 


Upon the request of the Town’s Tax Assessor, the Board discussed 
the easterly boundary of the Light Industrial Zone approved March 13, 
1990. The easterly line (1) bisects two privately owned lots and (2) 
has no definitive termination point of the Zone on Drake Hill Road. 
This causes difficulties for the Tax Assessor in the re-evaluation of 
the effected properties. A proposed amendment to the Light Industrial 
lone, presented at a public hearing on January 25th, will appear on the 
1994 Warrant. 


The Office of State Planning has directed the Planning Board to 
place two amendments to the Floodplain Development Ordinance adopted on 
March 9, 1993, on the 1994 Warrant. With the adoption of this 
amendment to the Zoning Ordinance, Albany became enrolled in the 
National Flood Insurance.Program (NFIP). These amendments are required 
by the Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) if Albany does not 
want to be suspended from the National Flood Insurance Program (NFIP). 
One amendment defines “recreational vehicle’, the other stipulates the 
placement and use of recreational vehicles in designated floodplain 
areas. 


Seeking further understanding of the Board’s responsibilities and 
limitations as well as to broaden the Board’s perspective and to become 
acquainted with fellow planning board members in the State, a lecture 
on Natural Resources Inventory, a New Hampshire Municipal (NHMA) Law 
Lecture and a day-long NHMA Conference in Concord were attended by 
several Board members during the year.

1993 REPORT 


1993 has been a busy year for North Country Council. Our member- 
ship stands at forty-four communities, representing 99 percent of 
the region's population. 


The year has seen major successes under the Council's senior staff 
leadership: David Beauchesne, Regional Planning Coordinator; Cathy 
Conway, Civil Engineering Coordinator; Claire Douglass, Community 
Planning Coordinator; and Liz Ward, Small Business Development 
Coordinator. This team has supervised projects that run the gamut 
from master planning and sewer system designs to traffic corridor 
planning, GIS mapping, and micro-enterprise lending. Marghie 
Seymour, our Solid Waste Planner, continues to provide valuable 
assistance to the region's solid waste management districts and 
communities on issues of recycling and solid waste management. 
Sharon Penney, Transportation Planner, has been providing the 
support and guidance for the Council's ISTEA Transportation 
Planning Program. This new program will give NCC members a much 
greater say in how the New Hampshire Department of Transportation 
prioritizes transportation construction activities in the North 
Country in the future. 


Other activities completed this year include the third annual 
business survey, the North Country Ingenuity Fair, household 
hazardous waste collections, wood products market development 
planning, business counseling, regionwide computerized wetlands 
mapping, Northern Forest Lands representation, floodzone manage- 
ment, completion of an industrial environmental site assessment, 
completion of feasibility studies for industrial development, 
design of solid waste transfer stations, implementation of the 
rural plastics recycling program, and regional telecommunications 
system planning. 


In October, the Council celebrated its 20th anniversary year of 
service to the region with a gathering of former board members, 
friends, community representatives and staffers in Franconia, our 
old home town.

REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 
1993 


During the Calendar Year 1993, the State of New Hampshire 
experienced an average number of wildfires. The three leading causes 
of these wildfires were campfires left unattended, unsupervised 
children and debris fires that escaped control. All of these fires are 
preventable, but ONLY with your help! 


Please help your town and state forest fire officials with forest 
fire prevention. New Hampshire State Law (RSA 224:27 II) requires 
that, "No person, firm or corporation shall kindle or cause to be 
kindled any fire or burn or cause to be burned any material in the 
open, except when the ground is covered with snow, without first 


where the burning is to be done." 


Violations of RSA 224:27 II and the other burning laws of the 
State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to 
$1,000 and/or a year in jail and you are also liable for all fire 
suppression costs. 


The State of New Hampshire, Division of Forests and Lands assisted 
many towns in wildland fire suppression during 1993 and participated in 
many fire prevention programs. This year, the nation is celebrating 
Smokey Bear’s 50th anniversary. The State of New Hampshire Forest 
Protection Bureau will be working with many communities to spread the 
fire prevention message- "Remember... Only YOU can prevent forest 
fires". Fire prevention is the most cost effective fire suppression 
tool. Please be careful around fires and help us and our communities 
have a fire safe year.

Our responsibility 
is to express an opinion on these general purpose financial statements based on our 
audit.
